act of Congress may be found to be in conflict 
with any treaty with a foreign nation the stat- 
ute must prevail in all the judicial courts of this 
country,” In saying this the Court cited its form- 
er decisions, showing that it was in this case only 
reattirming a settled judgment on that point. 
The Constitution (Art. VI.) expressly provides 
that judges shall be bound, first, by the Consti- 
tution itself; next, by the laws of the United 
States made in pursuance thereof; and last, 
by treaties made under the authority of the 
United States. The order in which the com- 
ponent parts of thesupreme law are enumer- 
ated, indicates that the provisions of the Con- 
stitution are to be the fundamental test; that 
no statute conflicting with those provisions is 
to be regarded as part of the supreme law, and 
that no treaty provision which conflicts with 
the Constitution, or with a constitutional stat- 
ute, is to be regarded as part of the supreme 
law. 
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A NATIONAL MILITIA. 

The militia question, which has been dragging 
out a lingering existence for some time, in the 
shape of mild appeals for aid from the military 
clubs which call themselves companies and 
regiments, has received afresh stimulus from 
the support given to it by General SHERMAN in 
ffs paper before the Military Service Institu- 
tion. 

The General, like all military men, is in favor 
of a National Militia. All other means having 
failed to produce effective and sufficient results, 
he supports the plan of co-operation between 
the National and State Governmerts. 

Before considering the plan, the first thing to 
be done is to settle the question as to whether 
the people of the United States want a militia. 
There can be only two reasons for wanting 
such an institution. It is wanted either asa 
defence against a foreign enemy, or against 
domestic troubles. 

For the first need a militia is simply bosh. 
Any modern nation which would bravely 
undertake to argue that a militia is any defence 
against the drilled and organized millons who 
constitute the standing armies of Europe, would 
be laughed at, 

This, however, is not the real motive for the 
demand for a militia. The militia question in 
its present aspect had its origin in the great 
strike of 1877. The exceptional and wholly 
unnecessary troubles of that summer defied the 
resources of local police, and in many places 
the inexcusable violence of the strikers eom- 
pelled the authorities to resort to military sup- 
pression. | 

But if we need a militia for this purpose the 
burden of supporting the militia should not 
fall upon the National Government nor on the 
States. These disturbances are confined to the 
great cities, and if there is any need of a 
permanent military organization against mobs, 
its cost should be borne by the great cities, not 
by the rural population of the State nor by the 
resources of national taxation. 

As a matter of fact, if we had a National 
Militia organized after General SHERMAN’S 
plan and the railroad riots of 1877 should be 
repeated, there would probably be more militia 
men among the strikers than could be mustered 
to suppress them, and the value of the militia 
would be represented by a minus quantity. 

If any one should still contend that the ex- 
periment is worth trying, we can point to two 
signal evidences that the attempt would be a 
failure. The first one is the militia of Canada; 
the second one is the regular army of the 
United States. 

Canada has tried the experiment of local 
militia organizations, supported by appropria- 
tions from the treasury of the Dominion, with 
an extensive system of petty swindling as the 
only result. 

In this country we may be sure that the State 
militia organizations at their worst would be 
nothing better than so many schemes for ab- 
sorbing the State’s quota of the appropriation 
At their best, they could not possibly be as 
efficient as the regular army, and a single 
item in the report of the Adjutant General 
shows us what our army is. Inanarmy of 25,000 
men, which costs the tax-payers of this country 
$1,000 a year for each enlisted man, one-seventh 
of the whole army deserts every year; When 
SHERMAN was General the proportion was 
somewhat larger. | 

Until this country can find some way of tak- 
ing better care of its regular army it does not 
want to throw any money away on a State 
militia system. 
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MACADAM. 

One of the difficulties in street cleaning in 
St. Louis arises from ‘prevalence of the 
local method of using macadam as a paving 
material. In other cities macadam means 
hard broken stone free from chips, spauls, 
surface rock and impurities, broken to a size 
that will pass through a two-and-a-half-inch 
ring and laid on not less than twelve inches 
thick. Here the macadam includes all the 
weather-rotted surface rock, all the chips 
thrown out in outting the curbstones, 
crosswalk stones and other dimension stones 
and a slight admixture of the surrounding real 
estate of the quarry. The ring through 
which our macadam has to pass is ihore 
than seven inches round. In fact, it is said to 
surround the whole city. It is perhaps in 
‘consequence of this that we occasionally 
see dolmens and menhirs and other me- 
galithic monuments of Druidic aspect tower-

BISMARCK is developing his new colonial 
policy with a vigor that means business. He 
has secured a long strip of African.coast.

Germany has re- 
cently and unexpectedly pounced upon divers 
unseized prizes in Oceanica, and evidently in- 
tends to appropriate all of them. The Aus- 
tralians, fearing that the French would estab- 
lish new penal colonies like that of New 
Caledonia, proclaimed the unappropriated part 
of the great island of New Guinea British ter- 
ritory, and sent a color-sergeant there to take 
possession. But Lord Drersy of the Colonial 
Office disavowed the act, and forthwith Ger- 
many took possession of allof New Guinea north 
of the bisecting mountains and east of the 140th 
meridian, and, as a strategic appendage of this 


fine territory, the German flag was 
also hoisted over the New. Britain, the 
New Ireland and the Admiralty 


islands that lie immediately north of the an- 
nexed part of New Guinea. As BISMARCK 
wants thése lands, not for penal colonies, but 
to divert the tide of German emigration and 
utilize it for the prosperity and power of the 
Fatherland, the Australians will probably soon 
become as well reconciled to their new German 
neighbors as we are to the Canadians. 


IT appears that GRANT will have to do the 
Belisarius act after all. The more’s the pity. 
It is almost incredible that a man of GRANT'S 
experience should have been taken in by so 
transparent a confidence game as the one 
played on him by Warp, but there is no doubt- 
ing the fact. The great commander of armies, 
the twice elected President of the United 
States was so completely under the control of a 
glib swindler that he gave a check on a bank in 
which he had no money to help a firm in which 
he thought he had $350,000.

People Awaiting a Trade 
Revival, 


Some Startling Statistics as to the 
Locai Victims of the Panic. 


Facts Compiled Through Actual Can. 
vass by Post-Dispatch Representa 
tives—From 542 Factories and Stores 
Over Six Thousand Employes Have 
Been Discharged During1884-—Other 
Interesting Revelations. 


The very iimited number of commercial and manu- 
facturing firms which have not shared in the general 
adversity of the past year find it difficult to believe 
that the prostration of business is as widespread as 
it really is. In fact, even among people who have 
felt the prevailing depression to some extent, there 
is a suspicion that many of the representations con- 
cerning the unprecedented amount of unemployed 
labor are the invention of croakers: and this sus- 
picion, has, doubtless, in a measured retarded the 
progress of, the charity movement in vehalf of the 
thousands of men and women whose willing muscles 
and skilled hands can find nothing todo. Onlya 
few days ago, a statement purporting to have the 
authority of Bradstreet’s Agency was published 
here by one of the morning papers, the effect of 
which was to show that the St. Louis labor market, 
as compared with that of any other large city, was 
in an almost prosperous condition, while to those 
who mingle much with the working classes, or to 

‘those who watch the course of events in 
manufacturing circles, their statement was 
manifestly and grossly incorrect, the demonstration 
of its falsity was a matter of extreme difficulty. 
Within the past four or five days the Post-DispatcH 
has made a careful endeavor to secure accurate 
statistics within the principal business and manu- 
facturing districts as to the recent decrease in the 
number of persons employed therein, in order that 
the decrease in the entire city might be approx- 
imated. .Its canvassers visited factories, stores, 
warehouses, depots and public offices where any 
considerable number of men are conti liy em- 


- ployed, and, while they necessarily omitted to call 


‘on the thousands of small firms which give employ- 
ment to only two or three men each, enough was 
learned to fully substantiate the strongest state- 
ments that have been made as to idle labor. In 
order that last year's statistics might not enter in 
TO CONFUSE THE RETURNS, 

comparisons were made between the present 
week and the corresponding week of 
1883. It will be remembered that in 
January last the Post-DispatcH printed au article 
showing that during the two last months of 1883 
from four to six thousand people were thrown out 
of employment within the limits of St. Louis, as 
many as fifteen hundred being relegated to idleness 
by the closing of one concern—the Vulcan Iron 
Works. It should be remembered, therefore, that 
the number of men who lost positions during the 
present year, as indicated by what follows, are to 
be auded to that large total; in short that not only 
have those thousands who were idle last December 
remained idle all of the year with all the distress 
which that fact infers, but their ranks have been 
joined by these other thousands. Of course this is 


only intended as a general or average 
assertion. That is to say, some of the 
individuals thrown out a year ago may 
have . secured positions here or elsewhere, 


but the totals remain unaffected. The district 
which the Post-Drspatcu has canvassed comprises 
the territory between the river and Fifth street and 
the Arsenal and the Water Works; aiso the territory 
between Frankiin and Park avenuesand Fifth street 
and Grand avenue; alsothe territory two blocks 
north and south of Cass avenue,from Fifth to 
Grand; also the outlying districts of Carondelet 
and Cheltenham. The establishments visited num- 
bered 542, and the list: embraces nearly every kind 
of industry represented in this city. The canvassers 
obtained the number of men, the number of women 
and the number of boys employed in December, 
1888, and the number employed during the 
present month. These figures were all tabulated, 
and thus a very accurate comparison aud 
deduction was possible. A.very decided decrease 
in the namber of employes was the rule—an in- 
crease the very infrequent exception. As was ex- 
pected, those firms which handled iron in any of its 
many forms reported the most marked decrease. 
Of forty-two establishments of this kind in which 
any considerable change in number of bands was 
reported,

and ten had increased. The total reduction in the 
thirty-two concerns was 2,523 men. The total] in- 
crease in the ten other concerns was 242. This 
shows a fet decrease of 2,281 men, the iron con- 
cerns not comprised in these forty-two having just 
about held their own in comparison with last De- 
cember, | 


ture factories, chair factories, wagon factories etc. — 
the next largest decrease is noted, Of seventeen 
institutions of this kind which have materially 
changea the number of their enfployes, all but 
one have decreased the pay roll. The total de 
crease is 627, and the increase is only 15. , 

Belcher’s sugar refinery contributes 880 to the 
ranks of the unemployed, the Southérn Paper Bag 
Factory contributes 245, the stone quarries in the 
district mentioned add nearly 300 more, the flour 
milis swell the list by fully 150 more, 
and the St. Louis Cotton Factors’ concern 
released 810 men from employment. By t hese var- 
ious agencies the number of unfortunates is stead- 
ily increased until the totals are alarming. The 
only district which has maintained its prosperity of 
& year ago is that of Cheltenham. The manufact- 
ories of that suburb employeda year ago 1,338 men 
and 62 boys. This year they employ 1,825 men and 
58 boys—a decrease of only 18 men and 4 boys. 
Carondelet, on the contrary, which a year ago em- 
ployed in her factories 1,398 men and 67 boys, this 
year employs 363 men and 3 boys—a decrease of 
1,085 men and 64 boys. 

The trades which seem to have held their opera- 
ting strength more uniformly up to last year’s 
standard than others are the retail dry goods trade 
and the brewing industry. Sq far as the retail dry 
goods business is concerned, however, this indicates 
nothing, for the reason that the canvass was made 
in the holiday season, at which time aboit the same 
number of men are employed each year. The 
brewing interest, however, is in as thriving a condi- 
tion as the compariscn denotes, beer being one of 
those products which are the last to feel . 

‘He EPPECTS OF DULL TIMES. 
With this analysis of such portions as are specially 
interesting, the final results of the Post-Dispatcu 


542 firms who were interviewed showed that in De- 
cember, 1888, they employed a‘total of 30,500 men, 
2,190 women and 2,513 boys, or a grand total of 34,708 


persons, In December of the present year they 


are employing 25,823 men, 1,621 women and 2,000 


‘boys, or # grand total of 29,084. /This shows « de- 


crease during the year of 5,177 men, 569 women and 
423 children, or a total decrease of 6,169 persons. It is 
altdgether probable that if all of the smaller concerns 
in the district mentioned were canvassed, the total 
decrease would be brought up to fully 8,000, while, 
if statistics asto railroad shop employes, street 
laborers, brick-yard men, journeymen painters, 
plasterers, bricklayers, etc., from ail of the other 
territory of St. Louis could be obtained, the total 
would fall little, if any, short of 11,000. These added 
to the number already without empioyment at the 
beginning of the year make a total of not far from 
15,000 people who are dependent on their own labor, 
willing to work, but unable to find ogcupation. 
In this total are included vast numbers 
of skilled workmnen of nearly every calling that our 
directory represents. 

How long will this situation Jast? is the all-im- 
portant question. There are good reasons to hope 
that within the next four weeks the climax will 
have been reached. While some of our manu- 
factories have been compelled to shut down be- 
cause the market was overstocked, such was not 
the case witb the majority. The panicky conditions 
which prevailed from early summer til! now were 
the direct cause of the stagnation § in 
most of the industries. Capital got fright 
ened, people became economical, and the smal 
merchants thoroughout the country, through whom 
the products of our factories reach. the people, 
avoided replenishing their stocks, except where it

todoso. The result is, that nearly all of the retail 
stocks inthe country have run down to about as 
low a degree as is compatible with the transaction 
of business at all, and when the work of building 
them up again is entered upon, as it must be in 
early spring, the factories will once more begin to 
hum, and the large handlers will need more hands. 
Before we see that improvement, however, 
we will see a worse condition than 
at present, for the reason that, with the completion 
of the holiday season the stores will rid themselves 
of the large forces of clerks temporarily employed 
for the holiday rush. 

Allowing that each employe in the above exhibit 
has at least two persons dependent on his labor, 
we have to contemplate the appalling proposition 
that, until the trade revival begins over thirty thou- 
sand people within our city limits are living along 
without any knowledge where their next week's 
support isto come from. Such a strain on our so- 
cial system isa tremendous one, and the subject is 
daily growing more interesting. 

The above list includes many skilled laborers of 
the city. In addition to this it should be stated that 
the last United Stutes census showed that there 
were 17,900 dav laborers in St. Louis: Itis safe to 
say that at least 50 per cent of these latter are also 
out of employment to-day.

TRICKY TILLOTSON. 


The Adventures and Tribulations of 
the **Lynwood’’ Combination. 


Deserted at Troy, N. Y., by the Author and 
Manager—A Self-Arranged Benefit— Mrs. 
Tillotson’s Generosity—How the Actors 
Got Home—The Kindness of Mr. Edward 
Thorne. 


By Telegranh to the Post-Dispatch 

New York, December 29.—The members of the 
Lynwood Company, which was stranded at Trov on 
Saturday, arrived in this city last night. The com- 
pany started out two days before Christmas, having 
been reorganized after a disastrous tour to St. 
Louis. Mr. J. K. Tillotson, the author, brought out 
the play last fall atthe Union Square Theater, and 
since then it is said his backers have lost $25,000 or 
$30,000. They drew out and he continued the enter- 
prise alone. He met with some success at Niblo’s 
Garden and in Jersey City, and organized two com- 
panies, one going to Philadelphia and the other to 
St. Louis. 

BOTH WERE SHORT-LIVED, 
and both were soon back here. Then, after 
a short interval, the Troy trip was 
started upon, Miss Bella Henderson. who played 
the part of Gay Carlisle, gave a spirited account of 
their trouble to your correspondent last evening. 
**We had been playing since December 19,” said she, 
“without any salary, and many of us had gone to 
considerable personal expense on the trip to St. 
Louis. The business was bad. All of us were 
entirely without inoney, and we left St. Louis, reach- 
ing New York on Tuesday before Christmas. Mr. 
Tillotson promised to reorganize us and hefiid, I 
understand he made the same promise to the 
Philadelphia company, which had also returned to 
New York, but luckily for them it was not carried 
out. We got to Troy at 4 o'clock on Christmas 
morning. We had a rehearsal that morning, played 
at a matinec in the afternoon and went through the 
regular night performance. Mr. Tillotson went 
along with us and on Friday 
WE DEMANDED OUR SALARIES.” 

*“*You must take whatever comes in,’ said Mr. 
Tillotson, cooly, ‘I'm tired of supporting actors.’ 
That was a pretty good joke wasn'tit? Well, on 
Friday night Mr. B. F. Hornton, who took the 
Jeading part when Mr. Eben Ply:mpton refused to go 
with us, declared he would not play uutil his salary 
was paid him. Then the business manager, Mr. 
Josh Ogden, informed us that Mr. Tillotson had 
gone to New York and taken all the receipts with 
him. Finally he managed to get $15. He gave this 
to Mr. Hornton with a promissory note for $20 pay- 
able on the next day; andthe play went on. Mr. 
Ogden telegraphed to Mr. Tillotson for money the 
néxt morning, and the reply came that he had none, 
That afternoon we played for ourselves and the re- 
ceipts were just $50. When we cameto divide this 
Mrs. Tillotson, who was the heroine in the play, 

REFUSED TO TAKE HER SHARE. 

Mr. Ogden declared that he had no money and 
wanted his portion, and Manager Rand, at whose 
theater we were playing. got disgusted and said he 
would shut his house up that night. The $50 gave 
each, including Manager Ogden, just $3 40 a piece. 
Mrs. Tillotson’s share was used in sending the bag- 
gage to the station. Mr, Edwin Thorne, the actor, 
heard of our trouble and sent his agent down to do 
everything for us that was necessary. Some of us 
had a little money to settle our hotel bills, bat six 
came down to the city through Mr. Thorne’s kind- 
ness. We not only received no salary, but we got 
no glory. The names of the Philadelphia company 
were on the programme and our names were not 
even printed.” , 

“We were told,” said another member of the 
company, “that the receipts were $300, when in 
reality they were $500. A printer's bill which had 
to be paid immediately was stretched to $150, and 
the per cent Mr. Tillotson was receiving was also 
misrepresented. Where Mr. Tillotson is no one 
knows. I have been told he has gone to California 
with all the money he could get together.”

Wealthy Friends Come to the Old 
Warrior’s Relief.

Gen. Sherinan’s Efforts in Behalf of His Old 
Comrade—Vanderbilt’s Liberal Offer—Gen. 
Grant Modestly Discusses His Troubles— 
A Fund of $100,000 Being Kaised, 


New Yorx, December 29.—Gen. Grant’s pressing 
financial difficulties have excited the sympathies of 
his friends, and a movement has been inaugurated 
looking to the immediate relief of the ex-President 
and his family. It came to the ears of the General's 
friends that executions have been issued under the 
judgment rendered against him in favor of William 
Hi. Vanderbilt, for $150,000, which the General bor- 
rowed before the failure of Grant & Ward, in an 
endeavor to save the firm. The executions, it is | 
understood, cover his houses in Washington and 


besides all the General's relics of the war, swords, 
medals, gifts from friends at home and from for- 
eign. potentates, as well as his collection of pict- 
ures and bric-a-brac,. The farms att ached are 
very valuable, the one near St. Louis being worth 

000 and the other $25,000. It was stated that 

r. Vanderbilt has generously agreed to reduce 
the amount due him to $100,000, providing the Gen- 
eral's friends can raise that amount. Mrs. Grant, 
it is stated. has consented to 

RELINQUISH HER LIFE INTEREST 

in the real estate in question, so that 
Mr. Vanderbilt may be fully 
secured. Among those who are said to have taken 
so deep an interest in Gen. Grant's welfare are Gen. 
W.S. Sherman and Cyrus W, Meeld. The former, 
who has been in this city upwards of a week, upon 
learning the circumstance, in the case, determined 
at once to aid his old comrade in arms, and, with- 
out apprising the general of his intentions, started 
on his _- self-imposed mission. With a 
view to ascertaining the truth of the 
rumors, your correspondent yesterday called 
at the General's residence, The latter had just 
finished dining. and preceded the visitor up 
one flight of stairs to his cozily furnished library. 
The General still suffers a great deal from the acci- 
dent to hisiega yearago, audit was with great 
difficulty that he ascended the stairs with the aid of 
a cane. 

“T have not been at all well of late,” he remarked 
as. he sank into a large arm _— chair. 
“My throat has bothered me a great deal for 
some months past, anda couple of weeks ago it 
was so bad that I was 

UNABLE TO SPEAK. 

The troubre is, I have always been well and 
strong, and when the affection attacked m 
throat, instead of calling for a doctor, I permitted tt 
to continue, boping it would runits course. My 
lameness has prevented me from taking my accus- 
tomed outdoor exercise fora year, which adds to 
my indisposition.". The General's hair and ciose- 
cropped beard are several shades grayer than they 
were a@yearago, or before his financial troubles 
harassed him. His face, though somewhat ruddy, 
ishowed unmistakable traces of the care that has of 
ate settled upon him, and taken in all, 
he seemed suddenly to have rown old 
and decrepit, and looked very unlike his former 
self. When questioned regarding thé published 
statements 

CONCERNING HIS FINANCIAL AFFAIRS 
the General looked troubled, and replied: 

“It isin the main true. There are some slight in- 
accuracies, however. While Gen. Sherman did cail 
on me yesterday he never said a word about the 
oan tome.

.“*But had you not ona previous occasion talked 
the matter over?” 

“No, on leaving me yesterday the General 
asked my son to go down stairs with him, 
aud hada long taik with him. IU was not nntil 
some fime after, and only after much questioning, 
that my sontold me that the General! had spoken 
to him about my affairs. Inthat wayI learned 
of the interest he had taken in my bebaif.” 

“Is the statement correct that attachments have 
-been issued against eta property, General?” 

“I wonld not for the world say a word that might 
in the least reflect upon Mr. Vanderbilt. He has all 
along acted ina most honorable and straightfor- 
ward manner towards me. He has certainly 
shown a very generous disposition, 1 understand 
that ne has agreed to reduce the amount of my 
indebtedness by $60,000." 

“Jt seems too bad, General, tothink that you 
should be deprived of all your property, including 
all the mementoes that have been accumulating for 
years. But do yon not think that your friends will 
come to your relief?” Resting his elbows on the 
desk before him he partially 

HID HIS FACE IN HIS HANDS 
and seemed agitated as he replied, *‘lam perfectly 
willing to inake whatever sacrifices 
are necessary in order to liquidate 
my Indebtedness.” 

‘How about Mr. Field's project? Do you know 
how he came to take the step he has?” 

“I presume that what Mr. Field is represented to 
have done is true, but what he has done in the: 
premises I do not know. I have not seen Mr. Field 
in about a year. I would rather not say anything 
on the subject myself at present.” 

Later Mr. Cyrus W. Fieid was seen at his resi- 
dence in Gramercy Park. “The truth is,” said he, 


smilingly, **that Generai Sherman nd 
an intimate _ friend of ours led 
on me Friday, and, relating the 


circumstances of Gep. Grant's financial trouble, 
asked if I could think of any way to heip him out of 
it, I told him to let me think over it during the 
bight. Next morning I called on Mr. Vanderbilt in 
order to obtain the facts in the case. I found 
MR. VANDERRILT VERY LIBERALLY DISPOSED. 

The sum borrowed, with interest, amounts to about 
$160,000. Mr. Vanderbilt said: ‘If Gen. Grant’s 
friends can raise among them $100,000 I will throw 
off the $60,000 and cance! the debt.’ Now, I think 
that was a liberal offer, and the $100,000 ought to be 
raised.”’ 

“Are you going to interest vourself personally in 
the matter?” 

“I would rather not say. Gen. Sherman, who is 
one of the General's warmest friends, is, I think, 
working bard for him. Gen. Grant has many warm 
personal friends who could easily raise the amount 
necessary among them.

At three o'clock this afternoon the committee of 
fifty which is to devise means for carrying ont the 
purposes of the Sanitary Aid Society meet at the 
Mercantile Club, The first business will be that of 
organization—the election of a chairman and sec- 
retary, and the appointment of an executive com- 
mittee.

here during next spring and summer. It is now 
very generally accepted that the United 
States will certainly be visited by 
the cholera during 1885, in which case 


every city will suffer according to its deserts. That 
is to say, it is a scientific fact that cleanliness, free- 
dom from garbage, and good, clean sewers are a 
tee against cholera in a malignant form, and 
a city that fails to observe these sanitary require- 
ments will suffer accordingly. We now propose to 
put it in the way of the people of St. Louis to pro- 
vide amply for their own protection, at a very 
moderate cost to each individual. If. when 
we bave done our part, the peuple fail to respond 
and do theirs, then the result be upon their own 
heads. Thereare about three thousand blocks in 
that part of the yd which is well built up, and two 
thousand more in the sparely settled suburbs. Now 
it is my idea that if atsuch a mass meeting as i 
propose we wereto appoint a collection committee 
for each block that is entirely built up, and in more 
scattered districts a committee for every twoor 


three blocks, the work of raising the 
fund could be accomplished in a very few 
days. Of course this plan wov'd require the ser- 


vices of avery large number ot citizens, put the 
more the better, provided they can work without 
confusion. However, this is only a suggestion of 
mine, and we may hear of some others at this after- 
noon’s meeting that will prove more acceptable.”

A BIG BATCH. 


Judge Thayer Decides Several Interesting 
Suits To-Day 

Judge Thayer delivered a batch of opinions this 
morning in cases pending before his court. In the 
case of Emma Zeppenfeld against Gottlieb Eyer- 
man, he starts off by paying a glowing tribute to 
the plaintiff's eminent counsel by saying the petition 
“is so poorly drawn as to be almost unintelligible.”

THE MEXICAN NATIONAL, 


Coustruction to be Recommenced—The 
Texas and St. Louis—Notes. 

Hon. Wm. Headen, right of way agent of the 
Mexican National, is in the city. His company is 
not at work on the “missing link” at present, but 
he says financial arrangements are now in progress 
looking to the closing of this gap of 365 miles before 
the close of next year. When this is dong Mr. 
Headen saysthe distance from Laredo to the City 
of Mexico will be over 300 miles shorter than by the 
Mexican Central. He says the northern division is 
doing an immense business, and as a matter of fact 
that while to a certain extent the northern part of

The Editor of a Mexican Weekly Paper 
Gets Into Trouble. 


For some time past considerable rivairy has ex- 


isted between two Spanish-American weeklies 
published in this city - under the 
names of E} Commercio del Valle and 


La Revista Mexicana, one of them, edited by the 
Mexican vonsul, John F. Cahill, and the other edited 
at present by Albert KE. Sanderson. Each paper pub- 
lished weekiy its opinion of the otber in its choicest 
terms and after the most approved Castillian court- 
esy and manners. [But it seems that Mr. Sander- 
son resolved upon a clandestine system of warfare 
which might not have been discovered for 
some time, but for the wily scrutiny of the Post 
Office officials. A large number of the Revista had 
been deposited in the Post Office destined for the 
land of the Montezumas, and. as is occasionaliy done 
in such cases to see that everything is all right, one 
of them was torn open, anid it wag discovered that 
in addition to the paper a circular printed in Span- 
ish was inclosed. Circulars are third class matter 
and the papers were mailed and paid for as second- 
class. This constituted an offense against the 
postal laws for which Mr. Sanderson is liable 
in the penal sum of $10 for each 
offense. Informations were filed and

I believe 
that he may with perfect propriety, under the ten- 
ure of office act, remove men at pleasure, for 
cause, without naming special cause, and appoint 
their successor, but whether he will do this or not 
is quite another question. Indeed if he simply at- 
tends to the appointments as the terms of office 
expire he wili have his hands full. Have you ever 
thought,” he continued, as he replenished his glass 
from the hot-water fountain at hand, “have you 
ever thought how great atask he willhave?

It isn’t a very agreeable duty, either in weather of 
the sort that Washington ts just now experiencing, 
On very cold days, when there is a dash of rain and 
then very cold wind, the flag freezes sometimes to 
the top of the pole, and Chauncey finds it necessary 
to climb to the top and loosen it. To climb to the 
top of a forty-foot pole with a winter’s wind blow- 
ing at a hurricane speed is no fun anywhere, and 
especially so when the pole is located on the top of 
the Capitol building. ' But it has to be done, for the 
flag must only fly when Congress is in session, or 
at half mast when’ some member is dead. Only 
once has it been up under other circumstances, and 
that was during the late war, when feeling 
ran high, and it was thought appropriate that the 
country’s flag should float over the Capitol all the 
time. Chauncey, whose hair was not white then, 
ran it up, enlisted in the Union Army, and marched 
away tothe wars, When bhecame back, the old 
flag, still fluttering from the staff, torn and weather 
beaten, but still there, was among the first things 


Additional Details of the City’s Busi- 
ness in 1884, 


The Iron and Steel Trade Reviewed—Lead 
and Coal Markets—Stoves, Hardware and 
Stamping. 


The following additional reviews of important 
branches of St. Louis trade will prove of interest to 
all citizens. The showing is not of dazzling bright- 
ness, but, “under the circumstances,” is by no 
means discouaaging: 


Iron and Steel. 

Probably no other interest has suffered as com- 
plete and Jong continued prostration as the iron 
trade. The depression began in 1853, and its most 
marked results manifested themselves just before 
the opening of the present year. The record of the 
twelvemonth has been adreary one of inactivity 
and gradual downward tendencies, The year 
opened with iron at the low price of $19 per ton, 
and it closes with a very small demand at the ex- 
céedingly low price of $16 perton. Steel rails at 
the opening of the year were selling at $35 and $36 


per ton. Nearly all of the rail mills have been idle 
during the larger part of the year, and yet steel 
rails are selling to-day at $28 per ton at the mills in 
the East, $29 in Chicago and $30 here. These rates 
are very littie better than actual cost, They are, in 
fact, much below cost of a year ago, improvements 
in processes of manufacture during the year having 
much reduced that price. The chief improvement 
been a process by which ore is 
smelted and converted directly into steel rails, 
instead of being first made into pice or blooms. 
The pig-iron production has simply kept pace with 
the consumption, and pig-iron men have had a very 
uiet time of it. As one of the dealers put it, the 
ault with the market has been rather “under con- 
sumption” than “over production.” Indeed the 
“overproduction” explanation has been somewhat 
abused in connection with both iron and steel. The 
rail milis never manufactured, except upon orders, 
and — they never had any large stocks 
an 


on h suffer depreciation. As a 
matter of fact the producing capacity 
of the rail mills of the country was 


so vastly increased in 1882 and 1883, as to greatly 
exceed the consuming powers of the country. T 

railroads are the chief iron and steei users, their 
needs being largely in excess of that of ail other 
consumers. A very small mileage of newr was 
built in 1884, and railroad companies were forced 
by their extraordinarily small traffic to hold their 
repair expenses down to the very minimum. In 
fact there has been little replenishment of rolling 


stock in the three years. This 
of itself woul have insured a weak 
market. The ordinary consumption of iron 


and steel in the United States is about seven to 
the past year has been kindly furnished by John Wahl 
seven and one-half millions of tons per year, but the 
consumption of 1884 has been little, if any, in excess 
of four millions of tons. The Southern iron manu- 
facturers have much injured the market and them- 
selves by attempting to furnish a product at rates 
which, whe» all expenses were considered, were be- 
low actual cost price. There has been much talk 
of late of that product having invaded the 
Pennsylvania mar«xet, but it has been def- 
initely learned that there has been very 
little occasion for the flurry there, for the reason 
that the stock put on that market at such cheap 
rates was merely a surplus whicn the Southern 
manufacturers had to get rid of at any price. It 
did not represent any steady trade for the future, 
and the same men cannot supply the same material 
regularly at the rates which have governed recent 
transactions, The outlook for 1885 is very gloomy 
for iron men, as there is no probability that any 
large amount of new railroad work will be done, 


Lead. 

A comprehensive review of the lead market for 
& Co., who are the leading handlers of this article 
in &t. Louis. They say: ‘Prices of pig-lead have 
fallen off considerably during the past year, and it 
is safe to estimate that the average price for the 
year will be fully one-half cent a pound lower than 
that of last year. Prices have swung withina 
very narrow range, and have fluctuated very little 
ever since the big break which occurred in the early 
spring, namely, when prices were forced down by 
some of our large speculators from $390 to $3 40 


here. Consumers purchased their supply in a hand 
to mouth way only, during the entire season, owin 
to the fact that that they never at any time ha 
sufficient confidence jn the market to lay in supplies 
ahead of their current wants; apparently every- 
body has kept close tothe wind. Stocks of lead, 
with the exception of the 10,000 tons held -by the 
Richmond Company, which is ey Fy out of 
market, are very light in all brands. Lead has been 
consumed about as fast as it has been produced 
during the past year, and the production 
of lead which had been predicted all alongas fall- 
ing short very materially compared with that of 
1883, will most likely equalize the same; and the 
general impression seems to prevail tiiat it will 
show a slight increase. Consumption, regarding 
which the same predictions nave been made from 
time to time, is in about the same shape, and will 
also show an increase over that of iast year. The 
lead-pipe and sheet-lead men speak of the trade 
during the past year as very favorable. Sales they 
say are largely in excessof last year's. Prices have 
been low and profits small; but on an average the 
result has been quite a satisfactory one. Corroders 
speak of their experience in a similar manner. In 
saying that the production of tead for this year will 
probably exceed that of last, we must, however, 
adithatthe product of lead has fallen off very 
much during the past month, and is very likely to 
continue doing so during the next twoor turee 
months to come, from the fact that several large 
smelters have been com pelled to cut 
down their product on account of low 
prices, and partiy through the difficulty of securing 
ores, caused by severe cold and snowy weather in 
the mountains. Then there is another factor to be 
found in the present coke famine among Colorado 
smelters. Their men have all gone on a strike, and 
the smelters have been compelied to get their coke 
from the East atan additional cost of from $8 to 
$3 50 perton. We regard, therefore, the entering 
of New Year asa very favorable one, inasmuch as 
consumers are only supplied from hand to mou

It might appear at first blush that the national in- 
ference to be drawn in making a hasty review of 
the stove trade for the year was that the dealers 
had lost money. This would arise not only from 
the fact that there had been a_ general 


depression in commercial circles during the 
summer, but principally because the iron m 
throughout the country had been among those that 
were the most appreciably affected, and hence all 
manufactured products from the raw material 
would be expected to suffer a _ steep 
decline in prices. Such, however, was not 
the case. Whatever losses the stove dealers in the 
East — have sustained as compared with their 
py of former years, it is safe to say that the St. 
uis manufacturers have reaped a richer harvest 
in 1884 than any for several years past, It is true 
there bas been a decline dn prices, which is esti- 
mated by various dealers to be from ten to fifteen 
per cent less than those of last year, but at the 
same time there have been counteracting influences 
upon the trade which more than compensate for 
this decline. For instance, the importation of 
stoves from foreign markets into this country was 
very considerably less this year than last. 
Again the emigration to the West and Southwest, 
which is mostly St. Louis territory, was not by any 
means so large during the past spring and summer 
as in previous years. These two causes alone had a 
most healthy and exhilarating effect upon the stove 
trade of St. Louis. In the first place they created a 
larger demand for domestic stoves, the 
uality of which is soon recognized to be superior to 
thatof any foreign importation. In the second, 
they increased the sale of home manufactures, and, 
lastly , because of the decrease in immigration, the 
settiers in the territory tributary to St. Louis having 
used up the cheap stoves they bought at first 
purchased a better article and thus gave 
tone tothe market. There have not been as many 
stoves manufactured during the presentas in pre- 
vious years, but at thesame timethe sales have 
been larger, the overproduction, if such it may be 
called. has been worked off, the surplus on 
hand disposed of and the St. Louis factories enter 
upon the new year in better 
than for several years. will 
no large stocks to carry over—the trade for a stand- 
ard manufacture of stoves has been established, 
and whatever losses may have been incurred dur- 
ing the financial depression of the present year there 
is every assurance that they will be more than cov- 
ered by the business of 1885. 


Stamping. 

St. Louis isa large center of the stamping busi- 
ness, containing the largest manufactory of this 
class of goods, which itsends toall parts of the 
country and,in the matter of certain specialties, 
shipping them largely toEurope. The business is 
one into which, as regards the general line of 
goods, the element of competition largely enters, 
and this fact, together with the general depression 
of business, has somewhat curtailed the profits of 
manufacturers who have sold 
cost to their customers. The
